among the operatives as to tbe chances of 
permanent employment for the summer. 


AVbat the Arkwrignc club seem.s to have 


in contemplation is a reduction of wages. 
The members want to induce manufactur- 
ers to close the mills or else 10 run. on 
short time or otherwise to run on full time 
at reduced wages. 


Certain papers in this and other cities 


tare far too ready to spread ularru without 
any reasonable cause. 


The most that can be'said of the mill 


situation at present is, tbat the prospect 
for July and August is not very encournc- 
iDg. -It-would not bo surprising if some 
of the mills would close for a week- or so 
or it some would go on short hours, but as 
to a general shut down there will be no 
such thing. 


Nearly every summer brings some dull- 


ness and depression and there is no cause 
for alarm even, if this summer proves a 
little dull in the vacation season.

Uefferson Coolidge said time it was die 
competition of southern mills. A Lowell 
manufacturer said -today it was not south- 
ern buc English competition which was 
troubling them. 
Before going to Eng- 


land Mr. Thomas, of the Tremout and 
Suffolk company, Raid American canton 
manufacturers did not have much to fear 
under the present tariff. 


Jn considering the closing of mills there 


are expenses, such as salaries, pay of 
watchmen and mechanics und the injury 
to machinery by not being'in use which 
manufacturers have to consider. If they 
cti'n avoid it experienced mill men do noc 
favor a shut down.

/Wa-binston; June 27.— The latest com- 
plication 
In' the Venezuelan question 


has been promptly settled through the 
friend],y intervention of the 
United 


States. Mr. Andrade, the Venezuelan 
minister, called at the state department 
yesterday and handed to Mr. Olnev a 
ropy. of a telegram he had just received 
from Mr. Rojas, the Venezuelan minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, stating the crown 
surveyor- of British Guiana, who with 
liis p'ujty had been placed in arrest by 
Vene2,-aelan officials, had been promptly 
released. The telegram to Minister And- 
rade follows: 


"It ivas yesterday when the national 


commissary of CuyunI telegraphed the 
occurrence. 
Harrison 
and 
19 more 


crossed on the left bank of the CuyunI tc> 
open a road. The sub-commissary ot 
Acarabesl protested In writing. Harri- 
son insisted, 'and the sub-commissary 
took him to the post of El Dorado. As 
snon as the gevernment was Informed 
thereof, It ordered the release of Karrl- 
EOn, and asked details." 


It is undoubtedly true that the prompt 


action o£ the Venezuelan government 
was. In a measure, due to Mr. Olney's 
intercession, through our minister at 
Caracas, and It is believed that the main 
Issue between Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela will be even more easy of settle- 
ment now that the latter government 
has been so" prompt to disavow an act 
she could riot Justify. . 


- Minister Andrade says that the CuyunI 
river lias been the provisional boundary 
and has never before been, crossed by 
the BJ-itish. 


In all the encroachments made on 


Venezuelan territory, the rights of Vene- 
zuela. to all territory on the left bank of 
the Cuyuni has been respected by the 
British. Posts have been erected by the 
.Venezuelans- on the left bank and by 
the British on the right bank, and while 
the" country on the right bank is in dis- 
pute. - that on the left has never been 
disputed until. Harrison, attempted to 
cross the river against the protest ot 
Venezuelan authorities. 
" Lo'nd.m, June 27. — The Standard (Con- 
servative) says of the latest phase of the 
Venezuelan question; It does not 'seem 
no sanguine to expect that settlement 
of the Harrison affair will lead before 
long to a- general arrangement of the 
other questions, between Gr^at Britain 
and Venezuela, that will enable us to re- 
sume cordial relations With a state to- 
ward which we' have only sentiments of 
neighborly friendship. 


The Morning Post, also Conservative, 


says: It is not a comforting reflection 
that the release- of Mr. Harrison, the 
nrown surveyor, is probably largely due 
to the Influence of the United States. We 
.ire accustomed to thick that Great Bri- 
tain can protect her own subjects or ex- 
nct the due for outrage upon them. The 
exercise of the influence of the -United 
States is. however, . a tribute to the 
reality- of the negotiations for^arbltra- 
tlon between America and ourselves. -

All struck the water together, but Co-

All had 
started with a 40 stroke, which Harvard 
tempered down to 39 at the first quarter, 
while Cornell had come down to 38. Co- 
lumbia seemed to have a leaden weight 
on its boat, and it hung in.the water 
as If It was not intending to try and 
keep with the others. 
Pennsylvania 


was rowinfi S3 to the minute, but it was 
a ragged stroke that rocked the boat 
and a recovery that stopped it. Both 
Harvard and C'ovnell had settled down 
to work In a methodical way, and both 
trilling a 25 stroke, were working with a 
•will. 


Harvard's boat poked its nose ahead 


ot Cornell at the half-mile,'and the root- 
ers yelled with approbation. 
Then 


slowly, inch by Inch, the Harvard boat 
eicpt by Cornell until her stern just 
lajtped the la.tter'3 nose..-- 


But somehow or another the pnthusi- 


asro did not demonstrate that this lead 
meant anything. It was noticeable that 
the Cornell' rnen never changed their 
stroke, but worked steadily at 38 and 37 
strokes, with good back work and beau- 
tiful clean blade action, and as they 
neared the two-mile mark, this work 
was noticeable in its effect. Harvard's 
men had put all their hard work in their 
arms and legs, and it was beginning to 
lell, for .they could not get the stern of 
their boat away from Cornell, and grad- 
ually the Cornells, with their backs 
working from the sliding-seat to the 
back of their necks and with a rythmlcal 
motion that was beautiful to see, be- 
gan to gain their lost ground. 


Harvard tried desperately to hold the 


lead, but as the two boats flashed by the 
two-mile mark Cornell had shoved her- 
self forward on even Up'ms, and was still 
going. The Ko. 2 man in Harvard's boat 
was splashing, and the stroke wavered 
S little, but with bulldog grit they stuck 
to their work. But that steady 37 stroke 
swing, with the stronger stroke and the 
neat, clean blade work was telling, and 
Inch by Inch the bow of the Cornell boat 
vent forward from the bow of the Har- 
vard boEit, Pennsylvania was splashing 
on at a 37 stroke gait, three lengths be- 
hind Harvard, and Columbia was hope- 
lessly beaten. So^they went to the third 
mile. Harvard pulling desperately and 
somewhat prettily, but Cornell putting 
an inch of distance at every stroke be- 
tween the boats. 


The long stroke and the clever back 


work ot Cornell was counting. It was 
evident that Harvard was beaten, for 
while at the third mile there was ar. 
evident plentitude of reserve force In the 
Cornell boat, there was not a bit of It In 
Harvard's boat. Her men -were using 
every available pound of strength In their 
endeavor to make a good showing with 
their plucky opponents. 


Getting into the last mile Cornell was 


still pulling that 37 stroke, without a 
splash or a quaver, their boat fairly 
shooting along, while Harvard's men 
looked as if some of them would fall out 
of the boat. 


Cornell at the 3Vi mile had increased her 


lead to about four boat lengths, and 
Pennsylvania was clearing.up some of 
the water hetween them and Harvard In 
such a clipping manner that the crimson 
adherents feared for their crew's hold 
on'second place. 


The last half mile was uneventful.

asm did not demonstrate that this lead 
meant anything. It was noticeable that 
the Cornell men never changed their 
stroke, but worked steadily at 38 and 37 
strokes, with good back work and beau- 
tiful clean blade action, arid as they 
reared the two-mile mark, this work 
•was notlceabla In Its effect. Harvard's 
men had put all their hard work in their 
arms and legs, and It was beginning to 
tell, for they could not get the stern of 
their boat away from Cornell, and grad- 
ually the Cornells, with their backs 
working from the sliding seat to the 
back of their necks and with a rythmlcal 
motion that -was beautiful to see, be- 
gan to Rain their lost ground. 


Harvard tried desperately to hold the 


lead, but as the two boats flashed by the 
two-mile mark Cornell had shoved her- 
self forward on even qp'ms, and was still 
going. Tr.e Xo. 2 man In Harvard's boat 
was splashing, and the stroke wavered 
a little, but with bulldog grit they stuck 
to their work. But that steady 37 stroke 
swing, with the stronger stroke and the 
neat, clean blade work was telling, and 
Inch by Inch the bow of the Cornell boat 


i went forward Jrom the bow of the Har- 


vard boat. Pennsylvania was splashing 
en at a 37 stroke gait, three lengths be- 
hind Harvard, and Columbia was hope- 
lessly beaten. 
So they went to the third 


mile, Harvard pulling desperately and 
somewhat prettily, but Cornell putting 
an Inch of. distance at every stroke be- 
tween the boats. 


The long stroke and the clever back 


work of Cornell was counting. It was 
evident that Harvard was beaten, for 
while at the third mile there was an 
evident plentitude of reserve force in the 
Cornell boat, there was not a bit of it In 
Harvard's boat. Her men were using 
every available pound of strength In their 
endeavor to make a good showing with 
their plucky opponents. 


Getting Into the last mile Cornell was 


still .pulllne that 37 stroke, without a 
Fplash or a quaver, their boat fairly 
shooting along, while Harvard's men 
looked as IE some of them would fall out 
of the boat. 


Cornell at the 3H m'le had increased her 


lead to about four boat lengths, and 
Pennsylvania was clearing up some of 
the water between them and Harvard In 
such a clipping manner that the crimson 
adherents feared for their crew's hold 
on second place. 


The last half mile was uneventful. 


Cornell crossed the line at the pace she 
had set, and not a man in her boat showed 
distress when she crossed the line a 
winner by five lengths ovsr Harvard, In
